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Charles C. Stearns 


Charles Calvin Stearns, one of the 
town’s foremost citizens, passed in 
death at the Springfield Hospital on 
Saturday, May 4, where he had gone 
to undergo an operation. His familiar 
face, his kindly acts and his fine char- 
acter will be missed but long remem- 
bered by his many friends. He was 
born in the house on Main Street in 
which he lived November 1, 1862, the 
son of Charles H. and Sophia Field 
Spafford Stearns. He was educated in 
the local schools of his day and began 
work early in life in the grocery and 
finally the clothing ‘business, retiring 
in 1941 after a-career of fifty years. 
At one time he was associated with 
the late Herbert C. Parsons in a local 
enterprise. He married Lucy V. Alex- 
ander February 23, 1898, who died 
August 16, 1941, and both were active 
in the social and civic life of the com- 
munity. They were active members of 
the parish of the Unitarian church. 


Mr. Stearns was an ardent Republi- 
can and had served as a selectman, 
an assessor, town clerk and recently 
as a member of the finance commit- 
tee. He was chairman of the Puritan 
Outpost publication; the history of the 
town written by Mr. Parsons, which 
now is presented to high school 
seniors. He was a member of Har- 
mony Lodge of Masons and its secre- 
tary for 39 years. He was a member 
of Crescent Royal Arch Chapter and 
a charter.member of Orange Com- 
mandery as well as being a charter 


member and trustee of the local Order | 


of Eastern Star. Mr. Stearns had re- 
ceived the Joseph Warren medal for 
distinguished services to the Masonic 
fraternity. He was interested in the 
Historical Society as a member and 
aided in its work of securing exhibits. 
He had also served his church as 
clerk of the parish and of its trustees. 
During the life of the local bank and 
the printing company, he was a direc= 
tor in each. 

He is sarvived by a number of 
cousins, nfeces and nephews. The fu- 
neral services were held at the Uni- 
tarian church Tuesday afternoon with 
the Rev. Hazel R. Gredler, the min- 


ister, officiating and burial was in the 


family plot in Center Cemetery with 
committal service by the Orange Com- 
mandery.
